S.0.1185(E).—In terms of section 4 (4) of the Un¬ 
lawful activities (Prevention) Act, 1967, the order, dated 
09-05-2008, of the Tribunal presided over by Hon’ble 
Justice Badar Durrez Ahmed, Judge, Delhi High Court, to 
whom a reference was made under Section 4 (i) of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 for adjudicat¬ 
ing whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring 
the associations, namely the MEITEI Extremist 
Organisations, viz. Peoples’ Liberation Army (PLA), Revo¬ 
lutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), United National Liberation 
Front (UNLF), Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
(PREPAK), Kangleipak’ Communist Party (KCP), Kanglei 
Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and Manipur Peoples’ Liberation 


Front (MPLF), of Manipur as unlawful, is published for 
general information:

Report of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal 
Presided Over by Hon’ble Mr. Justice Badar Durrez 
Ahmed, Judge of Delhi High Court 
In the Matter of: 

Declaration of the Meitei Extremist Organisations of 
Manipur namely :— 

1. The Peoples Liberation Army generally known as 
PLA; 

Z The Revolutionary Peoples Front (RPF) 

3. The United National Liberation Front (UNLF) 

4. The Peoples’ Revolutionary Party ofKangleipak 
(PREPAK) and its armed wing, also called the “Red 
Army”; 

5. The Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) mid its 
armed wing also called the “Red Army”; 

6. The Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and 

7. The Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF) 
“To be Unlawful Associations” under Sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act 1967 (37 of 1967); 

1. The Government of India in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-Section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Act”) declared the MEITEI Extremist 
Organisations of Manipur, namely: (1) The Peoples’ Lib¬ 
eration Array known as PLA; (2) The Revolifiionary Peoples 
Front (RPF) ; (3) The United National Liberation Front 
(UNLF); (4) The Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
(PREPAK) and its armed wing, the “Red Army”; (5) The 
Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed wing, 
also called the “Red Army”; (6) The Kanglei Yaol Kanba 
Lup (KYKL) (7) The Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front 
(MPLF), along with all their factions, wings and front 
organisations (hereinafter referred to as “the MEITEI Ex¬ 
tremist Organizations”) as Unlawful Associations vide its 
notification dated 13-11-2007. 

Z It is stated in the said notification that the Cen¬ 
tral Government is of the opinion that if the Unlawful Ac¬ 
tivities of the MEITEI Extremist Organizations are not 
curbed and controlled immediately, they would take the 
opportunity of: 

“(i) mobilizing their cadres for escalating their se¬ 
cessionist, subversive, terrorist and violent 
activities; 

(ii) propagating anti-national activitiesin collusion 
with forces inimical to the sovereignty and 
integrity of India; 

(in) indulging in increased killings of civilians and 
targeting of the Police and Security Forces 
personnel; 

(iv) procuring and inducting more illegal arms and 
ammunitions from across the international 
border; 

(v) extorting and collecting huge funds from the 
public for their unlawful activities. 
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3. It is further stated-that these extremist organiza¬ 
tions have openly declared the formation of an indepen¬ 
dent Manipur by secession of Manipur State from India as 
their objective and they have been employing and engag¬ 
ing in armed means to achieve the aforesaid objectives, 
they have been attacking the security forces, the police, 
the government employees and law abiding citizens in 
Manipur. They have been indulging in acts of intimida¬ 
tion, extortion and looting of civilians for collection of funds 
for their organizations, they have been making efforts to 
establish contacts with sources abroad for influencing 
public opinion and for securing their assistance by way of 
arms and training for the purpose of achieving their seces¬ 
sionist objective and they have been maintaining camps in 
neighboring countries for the purpose of sanctuary, train¬ 
ing and clandestine procurements of arms ammunitions. It 
is further submitted that the activities of the MEITEI Ex¬ 
tremist Organisations are detrimental to the sovereignty 
and integrity of India. For the aforesaid reasons and 
grounds, the Central Government came to the conclusion 
that the said organizations were unlawful associations. 

4. The Government of India while declaring the 
MEITEI Extremist Organisations as “Unlawful Associa¬ 
tions” under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967, for a further period of two years w.e.f. 
13-11-2007, also considered the following points 

(i) Continued espousal of the policy of secession 
of Manipur from India; 

(ii) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial 
to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

(iii) Continued adoption of violence and terror 
through armed action as a means of achieving 
their objective; 

(iv) High level of extortion and illegal collection from 
the public including businessmen, traders and 
even Government employees; 

(v) Links and support to other North-East insur¬ 
gent groups and with neighbouring countries; 

(vi) Procurement of large quantities of sophisticated 
arms and ammunition through clandestine 
channels or by snatching from police and 
security forces. 

5. The Central Government declared the MEITEI 
Extremist Organization as Unlawful Association vide its 
notification no. 1922 (E) dated 13th November, 2007. The 
Centra] Government in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967, constituted this Tribunal vide 
Gazette Notification No. S.0.2114 (E) dated 10th December 
2007, for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not there 
is sufficient cause for declaring the said MEITEI Extremist 
Organisations to be Unlawful Organisations as required 
by Sub-section (1) of Section 4 of the Act. 

6. On the aforesaid reference having been made, 
this Tribunal vide order dated 20th December, 2007 in 
pursuance of the provision of Section 4(2) of the Act, is¬ 
sued notice to the aforesaid MEITEI Extremist 


Organisations to show cause within 30 days from the date 
of the service of the said notices as to why the said Orga¬ 
nizations should not be declared unlawful and as to why 
orders should not be made confirming the declaration made 
under Section 1(3) of the Act. This Tribunal also directed 
that the notices would also be served in the following 
manner: 

(i) Copies of the notices be affixed at some con¬ 
spicuous part of the offices, if any, of the above 
Associations; 

(ii) Notice be also served on MEITEI Extremist Or¬ 
ganizations by publication in (daily newspapers, 
one in English and one in a prominent local pa¬ 
per in vernacular language, which is under cir¬ 
culation in the locality where they have their 
establishments of presence as is known in the 
State of Manipur and outside; 

(iii) By proclaiming by beat of drums or by means of 
loudspeakers, the contents of the notice in the 
area in which the activities of the Associations 
are ordinarily carried out; 

(iv) Service be also effected on the Office Bearers 
of the MEITEI Extremist Organizations at their 
addresses or if under detention through the 
Superintendent (Jail) concerned and by publi¬ 
cation of the notices in National daily newspa¬ 
pers one in English and one in a prominent local 
paper in vernacular language, which is under 
circulation in the State of Manipur; 

(v) By making announcement on All India Radio 
and telecasting on Doordarshan from the Local 
Broadcasting and Transmission Stations of the 
State of Manipur; 

(vi) Notice should also be serviced by pasting the 
same on the Notice Board of the Office of each 
District Magistrate/Tehsildar at the Headquar¬ 
ters of the District or Tehsil, as feasible. 

7. The Tribunal also directed its Registrar to su¬ 
pervise the service of notices. The report of the Registrar 
as regards service of notices was also filed. The affidavit 
of service was also filed by the State of Manipur and by 
the Union of India. 

8. From the material placed on record as well as 
report of the Registrar of the Tribunal, the Tribunal was 
satisfied that the notices had been duly served on the 
aforesaid organisations/associations as per the directions 
of the Tribunal as prescribed under Rule 6 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Rule, 1968. 

9. In spite of the opportunities having been af¬ 
forded by orders dated 20-12-2007, 8-2-2008 and 
10-3-2008, to the MEITEI Extremist Organizations to file 
their replies/affidavits and have themselves represented 
before the Tribunal on the dates of hearing, none of the 
organisations has made any appearance, nor any cause 
has been shown in response to the notice. 

10. In the hearing of the Tribunal held at Shillong 
on 4-4-2008, the following officers of the Government of 
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Manipur, who had filed their affidavits by way of evidence 
were examined on oath and their depositions were recorded: 

AW-1 Mr. M. Yaiskul Meitei, Joint Secretary (Home), 

Government of Manipur; 

AW-2 Mr. Yogeshchandra Haobijam, SDPO, 

Thoubal, Imphal; 

AW-3 Mr. N. Manimohan Singh, SDPO. Jiribam, 

Manipur; 

AW-4 Mr. Ishak Shah, SDPO, Bishnupur District, 

4 Manipur; 

AW-5 Dr. Akoijam Jhalajit Singh, SDPO, Imphal 

West, Manipur; 

AW-6 Mr. Mohd. Feroz Khan, SDPO, Chandel, 

Manipur. 

11. The evidence of Mr. R. R. Jha, Director in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, could not be recorded in the 
said hearing at Shillong because of bereavement in his 
family and his evidence was recorded in New Delhi on 21 st 
April, 2008, as AW-7. 

12. During their examination-in-chief, all these wit¬ 
nesses admitted their signatures on their respective affida¬ 
vits and tendered their affidavits along with all the exhibits 
mentioned therein and enclosed therewith as a part of their 
evidence. 

13. Nobody for the aforesaid MEITEI Organizations 
appeared before the Tribunal for the cross examination of 
die witnesses in spite of opportunities as aforesaid. The 
witnesses were therefore discharged. Since no 
representation, communication or any document had been 
received from die aforesaid extremist organisations, either 
by this Tribunal or its Registrar, the evidence was thus 
concluded. 

14. Arguments on behalf of Union of India were 
addressed by Mr. P.P Malhotra, ASG and Mr. Rajeev 
Mehra, and by Mr. K.H. Nobin Singh on behalf of State of 
Manipur. The learned counsels have requested for the 
confirmation of the notification dated 13th November, 2007 
whereby the aforesaid MEITEI Extremist Unlawful 
Organization had been declared as Unlawful Organizations. 

15. I have gone through die documentary evidence 
placed on record and the affidavits and oral evidence 
adduced by the Union of India and the State of Manipur. 

16. AW-1 [Mr M. Yaiskul Meitei, Joint Secretary 
(Home), Government of Manipur] in his evidence affidavit 
has stated that the problem of insurgency has existed in 
Manipur for several years and is the creation of the 
aforesaid MEITEI Extremist Organisations. It was stated 
by him that the main objective of these organizations is to 
secede Manipur from the Union of India and for the 
formation of an independent sovereign country. In other 
words, the liberation of the State of Manipur from the 
dominion of India. It is further stated by the said witness 
that in order to achieve this objective, the said MEITEI 
Extremist Organisations have been indulging in various 
unlawful activities, such as intimidation, extortion of money 
from the general public, terrorization of the people by their 
acts of killing of innocent people, Government employees, 
police personnel and the personnel belonging to the 


security forces, kidnapping and abduction of top ranking 
Government officials, businessmen and the members of 
the well-to-do families for the purposes of ransom. It has 
also been stated that the said MEITEI Extremist 
Organisations had been receiving assistance, from for¬ 
eign countries by way of shelter and sanctuary, training, 
procuring of arms and ammunitions: 

17. With regard to the Revolutionary People’s Front 
and the People’s Liberation Army (PLA), it has been stated 
that these organizations have training centres in Myanmar 
and along the Indo-Burma Border. It is also stated that RPF 
is the political wing and that PLA is the armed wing. Both 
these wings are part of the same organization. It has been 
stated that the combined strength of these wings is of 

! about 2000 persons, including about 100 women activists 
and the modus operand! is to move in two wheelers or 
hijack four wheelers with small aims or automatic weapons 
in the town areas and the outskirts. It is also stated that 
sometimes the members of these wings move openly in 
groups wearing combat dresses with full gear and arms 
and they attack police stations/outposts and lay ambush 
against the security forces. They are said to have close 
links with other similar organizations, such as UNLF, 
PREPAK, ULFA, TPDF, KYKL, KCP, etc. It is also a member 
of die MPLF (Manipur People’s Liberation Front) which 
was formed on 1-3-1999 by a joint declaration signed by 
the Chairmen/Presidents of the PREPAK, RPF and UNLF. 
It has further been stated by AW l that these two wings 
have more than 1000 sophisticated weapons like AK/47, 
AK/56, AK/86, M-16, M-18, M-21722, M/20, M/23, LMG 
and Rocket Launchers in addition to about 2000 other arms. 

18. Similar statements have been made by the said 
AW-1 with regard to UNLF, PREPAK, KYKL and KCP. 

19. Insofar as die Manipur People’s Liberation Front 
(MPLF) is concerned, it is stated by AW-1 that the 
organization is a combination of PREPAK, UNLF and RPF. 
The avowed aims and objectives of this outfit are to remove 
the slow progress of liberation struggle because of lack of 
unity among the revolutionary parties resulting in confusion 
among the public; to constitute a permanent body having 
two representatives each from the leading organizations to 
formulate common policies and programmes; formation of 
an executive committee to execute the decisions of the 
MPLF; integration of financial policies and programmes to 
be looked after by a Financial Affairs Committee. 

20. Alongwith the evidence affidavit of AW-1, cop¬ 
ies of FIRs registered against the MEITEI Extremist 
Organisations for the period 13-11-2005 to 30-06-2007 have 
been filed and the same have been marked ‘as Exhibits 
P/10) to P/1 (79). Copies of the cash receipt, press releases, 
call to boycott India’s Independence Day, Non-Immigrant 
Residential Permits issued by RPF/PLA, Annual Statement 
of the Central Committee of the UNLF issued by the De¬ 
partment of Publicity UNLF, Manipur, both in English and 
Manipuri and demand letters issued by KCP have also 
been exhibited as Exhibits P/2(l) to P/2(48). Newspaper clip¬ 
pings reflecting the activities of the MEITEI Extremist 
Or ganisati ons have also been submitted by way of evi- 
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dence and the same have been marked as Exhibits P/3 
(1) to P/3 (20). 

21. It has been deposed by AW-1 that in spite of 
the sincere efforts being made by the Government of 
Manipur and the Government of India, they have not been 
successful in putting an end to the unlawful activities of 
these organizations. It has been stated that of late, the 
activities of these organizations have increased and, there¬ 
fore, the need to declare these organizations as unlawful 
exists even today so as to enable the Government of 
Manipur to deal with the law and order problems effec¬ 
tively. 

22. AW-2 [Mr Jogeshchandra Haobijam, SDPO, 
Thoubal, Manipur] deposed through the affidavits dated 
5-3-2008 that he is the Investigating Officer of the FIR Case 
No. 109(8)06 TBL P.S. U/s 302/34 IPC, 3 Expl. 
sub-Act 16(1 )(a) UA(P) Act 2004. He has stated that the 
brief facts of that case relate to the death of Naik Subedar 
(General Duty) Ajit Sangma of the Assam Rifles who was 
killed due to the explosion of an Improvised Explosive De¬ 
vice (IED) near Wangjing on National Highway No. 39 on 
9-8-2006 at about 06.40 hrs. The said AW-2 stated that 
during the course of investigations and interrogations, one 
Samandram Jagat Sing who was arrested revealed that he 
was an active member of UNLF. It is further stated that 
during the interrogation of the said accused person, the 
latter admitted to have committed the offence and he also 
admitted that he was involved in other cases, inter alia, 
under Sections 307/34 IPC and under Sections 302/34 IPC 
respectively. 

23. Similarly, the second affidavit of AW-2 relates 
to FIR case No. 24 (2)06 TBL P.S. u/s 302/307/326/395/427/ 
34 IPC, 3/4 Expl. Sub-Act 25(1-C)A. Act & 16 (1) (a)/20 
UA(P) Act’ 04. The said case relates to an ambush laid 
upon Inspector N. Lokhon Singh OC-CDO/ThoubaJ and 
his party while he was on patrol duty on his allotted Gypsy 
vehicle. The alleged incident is said to have taken place on 
20-2-2006 and it is stated that the said patrol party was 
fired upon as well as hand grenades were hurled. The se¬ 
curity forces retaliated and the encounter lasted for about 
5 minutes. An unknown youth was killed in the encounter 
and an M-20 pistol with 10 rounds of M-20 ammunition 
was found in his possession. In that incident, Inspector 
N. Lokhon Singh, Md. Noor Mohamed and Md. Mujibur 
Rahman of the patrol party succumbed to the injuries at 
the spot. Three other escort personnel were also injured. 

24. AW-3, AW-4, AW-5 and AW-6 have also de¬ 
posed similarly with respect to different FIRs. 

25. AW-7 [Mr R.R. Jha, Director to the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs, New Delhi] has 
deposed on behalf of the Central Government. In his evi¬ 
dence affidavit, he has stated that in Manipur, the Meiteis 
are numerically predominant community forming more than 
60% of the total population. The MEITEI Extremist 
Organisations are involved in the secessionist movement 
with a declared aim of forming an independent Manipur. It 
is stated that the UNLF, PLA and PREPAK together form 


an umbrella organization called the Manipur People’s Lib¬ 
eration Front (MPLF). It has been further stated that the 
MEITEI Extremist Organisations have been engaging in 
armed means to achieve their objectives and the security 
forces remain their prime targets. AW-7 further stated that 
the said MEITEI Extremist Organisations have been extort¬ 
ing huge amounts of money from businessmen, traders, 
other civilians and Government employees. During the year 
2007 (uptil 30-6-2007), the said organizations were respon¬ 
sible for 68% of the total violent incidents and 71 % of the 
total killings in the state and have also been indulging in 
siphoning off Government funds meant for the develop¬ 
ment of by intimidating the contractors, bureaucrats and 
political figures of Manipur. It has also been stated by 
AW-7 that every year, these organisations have been boy¬ 
cotting the Independence Day and Republic Day celebra¬ 
tions. Due to the violent activities of these organizations, a 
fear psychosis is said to prevail amongst the local popu¬ 
lace of Manipur which has impeded the pace of economic 
development in the State. The details of major incidents 
committed by the organisations in 2007 upto 
21 -6-2007 have been given in Annexure-lto the said affida¬ 
vit by way of evidence. It comprises of a series of 101 
separate incidents listed in chronological order involving 
one or more of the said MEITEI Extremist Organisations. 

26. The said AW-7 also deposed to the effect that 
the MEITEI Extremist Organisations maintain close links 
with each other and other Extremist Organisations in the 
North-East, such as Issac Muivah faction of the National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) - Khaplang faction, 
United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA), All Tripura Ti¬ 
ger Force (ATTF) and National Liberation Front of Tripura 
(NLFT). The said witness also deposed that the PLA / 
RPF, UNLF, PREPAK, KCP, KYKL and MPLF have camps 
in neighbouring countries, such as Bangladesh and 
Myanmar. They procure arms and ammunitions from these 
countries besides China and Thailand. They continue to 
make efforts to establish and sustain contacts with foreign 
elements with a view to securing assistance in their unlaw¬ 
ful activities. 

27. I have also examined the secret documents which 
had been handed over by the Central Government in a 
sealed cover. 

28. The evidence led on behalf of the Central 
Government and the Government of Manipur has not been 
controverted. There is nothing on record to contradict the 
same. I have also no reason to disbelieve what has been 
stated by the various witnesses and the documentary evi¬ 
dence which has been filed in support of the oral testimo¬ 
nies and the evidence affidavits. 

29. After considering the entire evidence and all 
the material on record, I am of the view that there was 
sufficient cause for declaring the MEITEI Extremist 
Organisations to be unlawful. Consequently, the declara¬ 
tion made in the Notification No. 1922(E) dated 
13-11-2007 issued under Section 3 (1) of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 by the Central Govern¬ 
ment is confirmed.
